Big hikes possible 
in town water rate 


It looks as though the 
Town of St. Albert could be 
going for big hikes in its 
water rates to meet a 200 per 
cent hike in the large bulk 
water supply category from 
Edmonton. 

As town council gave 
second reading to a bylaw 
intended to bring in the 
higher rates Monday night 
there was no doubt as to the 
severity of the increases. 

For starters, if the bylaw 
goes through, the hook up 
rates will go up from the 
present five dollars (refund- 
able) to $20.00 a shot. 

The new bylaw is an 
amendment to another bylaw 


of eight years ago, 23/67. 

In those days you could get 
a minimum rate per month of 
up to 800 cubic feet for four 
dollars, but under the new 
bylaw this will cost 47 cents 
more for only half the quan- 
tity - 400 cubic feet. 

The same story applies to 
consumption rates in excess 
of minimum. 

Under the 1967 rates it 
would cost 48 cents for 801 - 
1800 cubic feet excess, under 
the proposed new rate it will 
cost 75 cents for 401-1800 
cubic feet.

St. Albert residents in 
service charges hassle 


The Town of St. Albert will investigate the circumstances surrounding a bylaw passed by 
the former council in 1972 which deferred servicing costs on lots serviced by Forest Lawn 
Consortium Ltd. to an unspecified future date. 

Twenty-nine residents of the subdivision reacted with anger and shock when they received 
letters from the town October 7th billing them for servicing costs ranging from $2,600 to 
$4,350. The residents understood that they bought serviced lots and weré not informed 
otherwise at the time of purchase. The study undertaken by council will endeavour to 
determine why caveats were not placed, which would have informed the buyers of the 
situation. Total amount still owing the consortium is upwards of $120,000. 

A number of the homeowners involved met with council Monday night making known their 
indignation and that they did not feel they should be required to make the large payments. 


There are nine key areas of 
improvement, comprising of 
landscaping of boulevards, 
underground electrical wir- 
ing, curbs, concrete side- 
walks and service connec- 
tions from the sanitary sewer 
and the water mains to the 
property line. 

Recovery of the cost was to 
be made on the basis of $75 
per front foot, the cost of 
installing the services. 

It is understood that at the 


time of taking out the 
building permits a number of 
builders and homeowners 
requested that the town levy 
a local improvement charge 
on the property rather than 
pay for the services at that 
time. 

In one case a St. Albert 
family found itself faced with 
having to pay a local 
improvement charge of 
$4,350 with an amount to be 
recovered over 20 years, of 


$10,569.89. 

About 66 lots are involved 
at Forest Lawn and a spokes- 
man for the town of St. 
Albert said that all but 29 out 
of the 66 have paid the costs. 

A letter to the town from 
St. Albert residents Mr. and 
Mrs. D. Cooper points out 
that no caveats were placed 
by the town on any of the 
affected properties.

Battling monopoly power 


By KENNETH McDONALD 

Ottawa is news. What 
Ottawa does from day to 
day is given the flavour of 
urgency. What matters, 
however, is what Ottawa 
does from year to year. 
One thing is plain: Canada’s 
economy is being changed 
from a system of free corm- 
petitive enterprise and free 
democratic institutions to 
one of arbitrary rule in 
which the power is shared 
by monopolies in business, 
government and labour. 


Global corporations 
maintain profit levels by 
transferring cash reserves, 
earnings, production and 
jobs around the world. 
Government pay scales -- 
including those of MPs -- 
set the pace for organized 
labour. All three groups 
have the power to protect 
themselves against the in- 
flation they cause. Infla- 
tion’s victims are the 
farmers, the unorganized 
workers and the small 
business community which 
together amount to some 
60 per cent of all working 


Canadians.

The same forces that are 
destroying. free competi- 
tive enterprise are also 
destroying our democratic 
institutions. Rule changes 
and a mushrooming 
bureaucracy are destroying 
parliamentary control of 
spending.

Business monopolies set 
prices because of market 
dominance and by con- 
trolling the production 
process from raw material 
through manufacture to 
retailing. Labour monop- 


olies fix the price of wages 
through compulsory 
unionism and the collective 
blackmail of the strike. 


Of four alternative 
economic systems, laissez- 
faire capitalism tends to 
concentrate power in the 
hands of a few. So does a 
socialist system of state 
control. Regulated enter- 
prise so common in uti- 
lities, the professions and 
areas of private business 
often works against the 
consumer by restricting 
new competition. The 
bureaucracy and the paper- 
work burden create costs 
borne by all Canadians. 


By contrast, free com- 
petitive enterprise, the 
socio-economic philosophy 
of the Canadian Federation 
of Independent Business, 
is based on the formation 
of new businesses, breaking 
up monopoly power and 
rewarding individual effort 
and initiative.

In 1975, Canada’s is a 
mixed economy, but the 
trend is towards the in- 
creasing growth and power 
of large private and public 
bureaucracies. That trend 
can be reversed by re- 
storing power to individual 
Canadians and, through 
them, to their elected 
representatives. It will not 
happen overnight. But a 
continual movement in 
the direction of free com- 
petitive enterprise is 
essential, not just for a 
healthy economy, but for 
the preservation of the 
traditional checks and 
balances on our democratic 
institutions. 
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Why do we have the Foster 
Parents? The answer to this 
is that many parents are 
unable to cope with their 
children, therefore the child- 
ren are left alone and 
neglected, or run loose on 
the streets with no one 
caring. Foster parents try to 
prevent this. 

Someone will say, ‘‘Why 
do these people have child- 
ren if they can’t take care of 
them?’’ I think that when 
they had these children, they 
wanted them very much, but 
due to many different pro- 
blems such as sickness, 
mental and physical, money 
problems, trouble between 
the mother and father, (we 
could go on and on), has 
made it impossible for the 
children to get the proper 
care. 

This is where the Social 
Services take over. From 
reports from different sour- 
ces the children are picked 
up by a social worker and 
taken tu Children Centres. 
Some are taken to foster 
homes where they are 
usually one of that family 
before too long. Anyone has 
got to admit this is better 
than wandering the streets or 
even being in an institution. 

The government pays for 
room and board, clothing 
allowance, school supplies,

and all medical bills. 

Now we come to the 
question why have a Foster 
Parent Association? The 
reason for this is to get to 
know your social worker and 
the foster home finder. Also, 
if there are any questions 
about Board Forms, clothing, 
extra sports equipment, bra- 
ces for teeth, or glasses, etc., 
the association can help you. 

Someone will say you can 
phone your social worker or 
he can come and see you. 
This is true. The social 
worker does come to sce the 
foster parents, but with so 
many foster homes, and 
there are being more all the 
time, that the social workers 
are pressed for time. 

Besides, all this we find 
out by going to these 
meetings. Most of these 
people are very good people 
and we are pleased and 
proud to be associated with 
them.

Our home is a modest 
dwelling of 1,280 square feet 
which we agreed to purchase 
in March, 1972 and took 
possession of in mid Sep- 
tember, 1972. Our 1975 taxes 
were 669.39 and increased 
charge would nearly double 
our annual payments to the 
town, 


The facts on this matter 


are: 

1. We purchased a lot 
“with services fully prepaid”’ 
as indicated in an affidavit 
from our real estate agent 
and as verbally admitted by 
the building contractor in a 
telephone conversation on 
October 15, 1975. 

2. The Town of St. Albert 
officials advised that 29 
homeowners now occupy lots 
where the services were not 
paid for by the building 
contractor at the time the 
building permits were iss- 
ued, 

3. The building contract- 
ors who took out the building 
permits for these 29 lots were 
not required by the Town of 
St. Albert to sign any 
jagreement to pay the total 
servicing costs of these lots. 
Furthermore they were not 
put under any obligation by 
the town to advise the pur- 
chasers of these homes that 
the servicing charges would 
be levied in the future. (I was 
able to contact 16 of the 29 
affected homeowners. Of 
these 16, 15 confirmed the 
foregoing statement. Only 
one homeowner stated that 
they were the general con- 
tractor on their home and 
they knew they had a choice 
of paying for servicing at the 
time of taking out the 
building permit or paying for 
servicing later. As a matter 
of interest, these people paid 

$3,200. for their unserviced 
lot. 
4. We paid $7,650 for our 
lot which was comparable in 
price to similar size, fully 
serviced lots in the Forest 
Lawn area at that time. We 
also paid fair market value 
for our home. 

5. Although it appears 
that the Town of St. Albert 
was clearly responsible for 
advising all home purchasers 
of any charges outstanding 
against these properties, no 
caveats were placed by the 
town on any of the affected 
properties. Therefore, the 
first indication of any out- 
standing service charges re- 
ceived by any of the affected 
homeowners was on October 
7, 1975. This is some three 
years after possession dates 
for most of the owners. 

I submit that the original 
owners of these lots (primar- 
ily the following building 
contractors - Daytona Homes 
Ltd., Regent Homes, Won- 
der Homes, etc.) were highly 


irresponsible in not paying 
the required servicing char. 
ges to the town. Charges that 
had been paid to the con. 
tractors by the purchasers of 
their homes. 

Further, I submit that 
town officials are clearly at 
fault in not demanding 
either: 

A. Payments for all ser. 
vices from the building con. 
tractor 

B. An Agreement from 
the contractors that they 
would pay in future 

C. The registration of 
caveats against the pro- 
perties 

D. Other formal notifica- 
tion to home purchasers of 
the outstanding charges. 

At present the affected 
homeowners do not intend to 
pay any additional charges 
for servicing or local im- 
provements which were not 
conveyed to them by the 
town at the time of purchase, 
This of course, means that 
the Town of St. Albert will be 
responsible for correcting the 
haphazard dealing which it 
entered into in 1972 with the 
building contractors. This 
will involve efforts by the 
Town to collect the servicing 
costs from those individuals 
who were the Original 
owners of the lots and who 
were (presumably) notified 
of the debenture bylaw which 
gave rise to this situation. 

Although it is under- 
standable that town officials 
may be reluctant to admit 
blame for this incident and 
instead try to avoid charging 
the ratepayers at large for 
the errors for the town 
administration, it is deplor- 
able that the town would 
suggest to the unsuspecting 
owners of the affected lots 
that they have any responsi- he 
bility at all for paying for the 
towns previous errors. 

In view of the foregoing it 
is expected by the effected 
homeowners that the Town 
of St. Albert will issue. 

A: A full apology for the” 
inconvenience and worry this 
incident has caused. 

B: A statement of accep- 
tance on the part of the town 
for the responsibility of coll- 
ecting these charges from 
the contractors who took out 
the home building permits on 
the affected lots.

People feel air pollution 
worst problem 


Air pollution, say Albert- 
ans, is the moster serious 
environmental problem, es- 
pecially for the province’s 
urban residents. 

This is one of the findings 
of a survey prepared for 
Alberta Environment and 
conducted and analyzed by 
decision making Information 
Canada Ltd. ° 

The study, entitled. ‘‘The 
Alberta Environment: A 
Consumer Viewpoirit,”* fou 
nd a relatively high degre of 
concern over environmental 
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issues in general, with half of 
those interviewed feeling 
that environmental concerns 
have not had enough empha- 
sis in the last several years. 
Considerable scepticism 
was shown about the capa- 
bility of scientific technology 
to solve environmental pro- 
blems. Those surveyed also 
had relatively negative ex- 
pectation regarding the qua- 
lity of life in 20 years. 
FAVOUR LIMITING CITIES 
In questions related to 


Alberta’s economic growth, 
54 percent of those surveyed 
favored limiting the size of 
big cities. But only 31 
percent said they felt the 
province is growing too fast. 

Other findings indicate 
that the population is almost 
evenly split on whether to 
reduce highway speed limit 
to 55 miles per hour. Those 
supporting a speed reduction 
did so to prevent accidents, 
rather than as a fuel conser- 
vation measure.

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UNICEF uses Alberta Government money 


Alberta UNICEF (United 
Nations International Child- 
rens Fund) announced at a 
recent provincial executive 
meeting that it has received 
its share of the matching 
grant program from the 
Alberta Government. 

The amount is based on 
funds UNICEF raised in the 
province for International 
development for the 1974-75 
campaign with its Hallo- 
we’en and Greeting Card 
drive plus other generous 
donations for a total of 
$175,000. 

The fund is administered 
by the Alberta Committee of 
International Agencies; 35 
agencies working together 
with a representative board 
of directors, and executive 
director. 

Five per cent of the money 
is used for education projects 
in the province of Alberta so 
ihat Albertans may know 
what is happening in areas of 
concern namely nations of 
the world known as the lesser 
developed countries, and 
how funded projects are 
helping those countries. 


The cash amount of the 
grant will be used to buy 
hand pumps for water wells 
UNICEF is presently drilling 
in India. $61,000 in the south 
provinces. 

The pumps have been 
improved upon by a research 
team and are now being 
made in Asia. 

Albertans take clean water 
for granted but for almost % 
of the world’s population this 
just is not so. There are 
mostly water holes that are 
also used by animals or 


rivers that also have polluted 
water. 

There is such a severe 
shortage in some provinces 
in India that women stand in 
line to buy water, while in 
countries such as India, 
Tanzania, Kenya and Hon- 
duras in Central America 
women walk a mile or more 
and may do this several 
times a day to bring water to 
their families. 

In El Corote, a small 
village in northern Honduras 


a little eight year old girl 
named Augustina makes a 
difficult half hour climb over 
a mountain path to bring 
river water to her family. 
The water she collects is 
polluted and dangerous to 
drink. The Government of 
Honduras with UNICEF’s 
assistance is supplying hand 
pumps, water pipes, con- 
struction wires, agricultural 
technicians and teachers to 
help improve the situation.

Smaller communities can 
get aid from the building 
standards branch, The de- 


~ partment tries to provide as 


much back-up support as 
possible to the small town 
building inspector. They 
explain details of regulations 
to them and send their own 
staff members to aid the 
inspector when demands 
prove too much for the 
inspector to handle. 


THE REGULATIONS 


Purpose of the regulations 
are to safeguard the life or 
limb, health, property and 
public welfare with respect to 
the design, construction and 
alteration of buildings by the 
provision of appropriate mi- 
nimum standards. The regu- 
lations do not apply to the 
factory construction of mo- 
bile homes built before Jan- 
uary 1, 1976. After that date, 
mobile homes will come 
under the code. 

Every owner of property 
shall permit the authority 
having jurisdiction to enter 
any building or premises at 
any reasonable time for the 
purpose of administering or 
eu forcing regulations. 

According to a booklet put 
out by the department of 
labour, single family dwell- 
ings are protected by regula- 
tions covering materials, 


. systems and equipment. 


Categories include room and 
space dimensions, doors, 
windows, stairs, fire protec- 
tion, excavation, waterproo- 
fing, drainage, foundations, 
columns, crawl spaces, roof 
spaces, above grade masonry 
chimneys, fireplaces, roof- 
ing, siding, stucco, interior 
wall and ceiling finishes, 
flooring, plumbing, ventila- 
tion, heating, air condition- 
ing, electrical work and 
garages. 

Therg are also sections 
devoted to wood frame con- 
struction, post, beam and 
plank construction, and pl- 
ank frame wall construction. 


OTHER STANDARDS 


Other institutions still 
maintain building codes. 
These are either financial 


- institutions like Central Mo- 


rtgage and Housing and 
Alberta Housing; or bus- 
iness-operated organizations 
like HUDAC (Housing and 
Urban Development Asso- 
ciation of Canada).

Program.’’ New home cer- 
tification got off the ground 
last November, when a group 
of contractors got together 
and warranteed all their 
buildings.

year period was up. It is 
unlikely that there would be 
more than 20 thousand 
dollars damage to a house.

Although HUDAC is lar- 
gely developer inspired, it 
does have input from the 
department of consumer aff- 
airs and other organizations. 

Alberta Housing Corpora- 
tion won’t give mortgages or 
loans to builders unless their 
homes or apartments come 
under new home certifica- 
tion.

After ~ afew MD officials 
got (understandably) hot 
under the collar because of 
confusion in the correspon- 
dence between themselves 
and the Penitentiaries Br- 
anch of the Federal Govern- 
ment in Saskatoon, event- 
ually a clear account of the 
correspondence emerged. 
September 4, 1974 a letter 
to Saskatoon from the MD 
served as a development 
permit for a penitentiary but 
the type was never specified. 
Then on June 4 a year later 
the MD was informed that 
the Feceral Government had 
decided to go for a maximum 
security facility. This promp- 
ted the MD to fire off a letter 
June 12 asking for more 
details on the site plans and 
the timing of construction. 
So far it seems there are no 


debenture over 30 years. 
Apart from the disapp- 
Ointment at the mid-week 
meeting, Mayor Stapleton 
said that he feared it when 
everyone was at the mercy of 
one municipality (St. Albert). 
And he saw more pro- 
blems down the line in 
almost every sphere of 
involvement with St. Albert. 
He could see tremendous 
congestion on highway 2 if 
development when ahead on 
development went ahead on 
the recreation complex and 
large shopping facility plan- 
ned for St. Albert. He could

He suggested that as far as

Last fall the penitentiary 
issue surfaced when the MD 
posted three signs at the site 
of the facility to meet an 
August 15 - 31 deadline and 
publicize the Federal Gov- 
ernment’s intent to build.

transportation was concern- 
ed, the ring road and St.

But on the matter of the 
sewer line tie-in Councillor 
Walter Van de Walle said 
that the MD must force a 
showdown with St. Albert 
and ‘‘see if the government 
will give any leadership.”’ 

What really stultified Ma- 
yor Stapleton were a number 
of clauses in a legal 
document presented at the 
October 15 meeting between 
Morinville and St. Albert. 

‘‘Better hang on to your 
seats,’’ warned Mayor Sta- 
pleton as he read out Section 
17 of the document. The guts 
of that section was that 
without the agreement of St. 
Albert no one could make a 
connection into the sewer 
line - outside of the town of

afterwards. Mayor Stapleton 
exclaimed ‘‘Can I say this to 
the Reeve of the MD that this 
is out of cur hands?’’ 
(Referring to the right to tie 
in) and adding later that St. 
Albert council was a very 
difficult group of people to 
deal witl.. 

The clause allows Morin- 
ville to tie in but effectively 
blocks the interception of the 
line by residents of the MD 
of Sturgeon. 

Another clause in the legal 
document which Mayor Sta- 
pleton could not agree with 
was that if St. Albert 
extended its boundaries in 
the future, St. Albert should 
have the right to purchase 
the line in the annexation 
with a 12 per cent inflation- 
ary factor in the capital cost. 

Mayor Stapleton also fear- 
ed that St. Albert could, 
within the 30 years of the 
agreement give Morinville 
two years notice (if Mor- 
inville went along with a St. 
Albert alternative) to pull out 
of the line. 

‘*What do we do then, pull 
the line up?’’ asked Mayor 
Stapleton. 


NOT ALL DISAGREEMENT 


Mayor Stapleton pointed 
out that there were areas 
where he could agree with 
St. Albert's thinking on the 
project. He could see reason 
for St. Albert wanting to.limit 


said the - 


the amount of surface drain- 
age going into the line and 
also its wanting to limit 
certain types of industry in 
Morinville like packing pl- 
ants. 

Mayor Stapleton objected 
to peaking factors in the line 
less than seven cubic feet per 
second and was prepared to 
have surge tanks built into 
the line. But he was some- 
what amazed at St. Albert’s 
fear that peak times in 
Morinville would coincide 
with those in St. Albert. It 
would take four hours fora 
gallon of sewage to hit St. 
Albert down the 12 mile line, 
the mayor pointed out. 

‘Now in the thunderation 
can they consider that our 
peaking time will hit (them) 
at the same time as their 
peak?’’ Mayor Stapleton 
asked. *‘Perhaps they have 
different habits (in St. 
Albert)’’ observed Coun. 
Van de Walle. 

Mayor Stapleton empha- 
sized that rates to Morinville 
residents might be excep- 
tionally high if St. Albert’s 
third alternative were accep- 
ted. 

The rate could be from $8 - 
$10 a month. 

Mayor Stapleton quoted 
figures showing that it would 
cost Morinville an average of 
$1.45 for each 1000 gallons 
delivered into the line - or 
$1.79 initially to 98 cents at 
the turn of the century. 

If this applied at present it 
would mean that Morinville 
would be operating at a 
severe deficit with no way of 
recuperating. 


Spotlight on Sturgeon 


Bad scene on 
regional sewer 
cooperation 


Such a hassle is developing between Morinville and St. 
Albert over the terms on which Morinville will be allowed to 
tie into the St. Albert sewage outfall line, Morinville might 
as well look for ways of going it alone. 

This would spell the end of any regional co-operation if 
Morinville were forced into isolation regarding its growth 
and that growth does depend on having a sewage line to 
take up the increased human wastes caused by 


development. 


St. Albert of course is within its rights to see that 
increased flow from Morinville does not overburden the St. 
Albert end of the facility and Mayor Art Stapleton of 
Morinville has no quarrel with the town on that score. He is 
more concerned that in general St. Albert seems to be a 
difficult municipal body to deal with. This is based on the 
evidence of St. Albert’s refusal to commit itself just yet on 
Morinville’s offer to purchase 10 per cent of the St. Albert 
line considering that the smaller municipality has about one 
tenth of St. Albert’s population. 

St. Albert seems to favour operating the sewage outfall as 
a public utility with definite restrictions as to who shall join 
in outside of Morinville, [for example, MD of Sturgeon 
residents]. Also St. Albert wants ownership of the proposed 
12 mile sewage link with Morinville related to its own 
annexation plans for the future north of present St. Albert 
boundaries. This Morinville will not go along with and 
neither will the MD of Sturgeon. 

One way out of the impasse would be to send more of 
Morinville’s [treated] sewage into the Manawan Drainage 
Canal. Perhaps the best way out for both Edmonton, St. 
Albert and towns and villages in the MD might be to 
consider recycling human wastes which are rich in 
phosphates and nitrogen - the elements of fertilizer. 

This of course would be an expensive proposition. But it 
would be worth following the European model of recycling 
sewage to cope with growing population. 

To put even treated sewage into rivers is both messy and 
an appalling waste of fertilizer potential. Not only that, the 
days when you could only get seven cents a pound for 
phosphates are over and the present rate is more like 50 
cen#s a pound. With some return certain if the recycling 
mew. * is used, it might be well worth it if the authorities 
consid. red a new metiiod of sewage disposal, knowing that 
they ~ tll get something back on the initial financial outlay. 

But with the current bickering in municipal governments, 
it hardly seems as if enough people will reach the consensus

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New Post Office opened in Gibbons 


Light rain fell during the 
official opening of Gibbons 
Post Office last Wednesday, 
but did not dampen the spirit 
of pride present at the 
ceremony. 

The new post office is the 
latest example that the vill- 
age is a rapidly growing 
community. About a month 
ago Gibbons celebrated the 
official opening of its first 
bank. 

Back in 1936, Gibbons was 
a hamlet of 156 people. 
Today the post office serves 
1,060 residents and ruralites 
living around the village. 

Mayor Snip Loblick cut the 
ribbon officially opening the 
doors of the modern, one- 
storey post office at Sist 
Avenue and 49th Street. The 
post office used to be in the 
house, just around the corn- 
er of Postmistress Hazel 
McLean. 

Mrs. Elsie Hunt and Mrs. 
Katie Mabbutt assist Mrs. 
McLean. The post office has 
about 450 lock boxes, 50 
general delivery customers 
and provides mail order 
service. 

Roy Barnard, Westlock 
Zone postmaster, gave credit 
to former Pembina MP Dan 
Hollands and Mrs. McLean 
for their efforts to see the 
post office built. 

‘‘MP at the time of its 
inception, Mr. Hollands and 
Mrs. McLean corresponded 
quite frequently to make sure 
the post office got off the 
ground,”’ he said. 

Mr. Hollands described 
Mrs. McLean as a tremen- 


dous asset to the community. 

“She was very persistent 
in telling me with very 
commanding vocabulary all 
the things wrong in the old 
post office.”’ 

The federal department of 
public works had the post 
office built for $104,000 
through its. public building 
updating program. 

‘The post office is the first 
building built in ‘he ‘illage 
which is not fe: Ginbons 
alone,’’ said Mayor Loblick, 
“it is also for Coronado 
people and people living 
between the two communi- 
ties. 

‘There is nothing people 
take more pride in than in 
their local community.”’ 

MLA Ernie Jamison of St. 
Albert spoke approvingly of 
Gibbons post office, saying it 
showed the village’s antici- 
pated future growth. 

Councillor Walter Jerram 
of MD Sturgeon predicted 
many new Gibbons buildings 
in the future, noting it was a 
community with a large 
growth rate. 


POST OFFICE HISTORY 


The first post office in the 
district was at Battenburg 
and run by Joseph McLean. 
In 1903, Gibbons Station had 
a post office in Jim Hayes 
store with Henry Astley as its 
postmaster. 

Mr. McLean and his bro- 
ther moved their store to 
Gibbons Station and a lean-to 
was joined to the store for the 
post office. He was vost-

Mrs. McLean and her 
husband Harvey used to 
drive seven miles from their 
farm to pickup mail dis- 
patched to the village by 
train, and send outgoing 
mail. 

Until the late 1950’s a 
truck distributed mail. The 
McLeans’ moved to the vill- 
age in 1961 and built a home, 
attaching the post office to it. 
As Gibbons developed, the 
post office started to run out 
of space. Mrs. McLean and 
former Pembina MP Holl- 
ands solved the space pro- 
blem by convincing the 
federal Post Office Depart- 
ment that Gibbons needed a 
new post office.

Researchers at Agriculture 
Canada’s Lethbridge Res- 
earch Station in Alberta say 
that although sainfoin is 


lower in protein content than 
alfalfa, it is more digestible, 
doesn’t cause cattle bloat 
and may be harvested later 
than alfalfa. They say that 
sainfoin’s advantages out- 
weigh its lower protein 
content.
